This, unfortunately, is typical of 
what the country has come 
to 


expect from the Un-American Acti- 
vities Committee. There are four 
lawyers and one former, law stu- 
dent among its nine members. But 
it seems to function with little re- 


ard for legal precedent and much 
ependence on congressional im- 


munity. Its history is full of inti- 
midations, insinuations and slander- 
ous conclusions based on flimsy 
evidence or no evidence at all. • 


To anyone who has followed this 


history attentively, the committee's 
methods tend to discredit any con- 
clusions that the members reach. 
They have tried to make liberal- 
ism and even scientific 
learning 


virtual crimes against 
the state. 


Yet there must be millions of the 
inattentive who hear only the com- 
mittee's accusations and verdicts 
without hearing the evidence. 


So it will probably happen once 


again that the House will vole the 
committee, if not $200,000. at least 
a six-figure sum to continue its 
self-designated position as guardian 
of Americans' 
cherished freedom 
and civil rights.

The adminis- 
tration had asked $570,000,00 eco- 
nomic aid for China for 15 months. 


The House Appropriations Com-

gency grant of $55,000,000 to Aus- 
tria, France and Italy. This would 
be for jse while the European re 
covery program is being set up. 


The way the House operates, its 


Rules Committee has the job of 
deciding when a bill is to bo con- 
sidered in the House. 


Even before the Rules Commit- 


tee session, there was an informal 
understanding that the big foreign 
aid bill would come up' tomorrow. 
Leaders predicted passage by next 
week.

Eaton told the Rules Committee 
members the world is coming to a 
cross-roads. He said he 
did not 


know whether the decision as to 
which road it will take will 
be 


made through armed conflict, "but 
the possibility is not very remote." 
He said: 
"Sooner, or later, slavery 
and 


freedom will stand face to face in 
this world ifor a decision of 
who 
will rule." / 


In Greece and Turkey, he added, 


"we certainly are facing a chal- 
lenge from which it is impossible 
for us'to retreat." 


In its report the Foreign Affairs 


Committee recommended 
speedy 
action. 


The committee said the program 


"is necessary to prevent the Unit- 
ed States from being 
confronted 


with a world so unbalanced and 
hostile as to present almost 
un- 


superable burdens to the people of 
the United States in the future x x" 


The same considerations 
which 


require aid to Europe make it ne- 
cessary to strengthen China "as a 
barrier in the Far East against the 
further encroachments of commu- 
nism and the domination 
of 
the 


world by Moscow," it said, adding: 


"Faced with this prospect, there 
can be but one choice: To extend 
the aid necessary in both econom- 
ic and military spheres. A calcu- 
lated risk, it has been called. But 
such a risk is no risk, compared to 
the grim certainty of the alterna- 
tive."

Tuberculosis, sometimes 
called 
the "White Plague," seems to be 
on the way out. This diseases has 
been one of the greatest enemies 
of mankind since the dawn of his- 
tory. 
Even a generation ago, it was 
one of the most important causes 
of illness and 
death throughout 
most of vhe world. In North Amer- 
ica, however, the disease has been 
fought so successfully that it is no 
longer the threat that it used to 
be. Now we know tinough to elim- 
inate tuberculosis completely. This 
should be done as promptly as pos- 
sible. 
Tuberculosis of the lungs — the 


most common form — can be dis- 
covered early on an X-ray film. 
In the early stage a patient who 
is given rest and other proper care 
almost invariably recovers and ra- 
ther promptly too. If isolated from 
others the danger 
of spread 
is 
greatly decreased. Even in advan- 
ced stages 
modern 
methods of 
treatment are highly 
effective.
